ANOTHER member of a 
£1 million drugs gang has 
been ordered to hand over 
all his available assets. 

Paul French, 32, of Gannet 
Close, Haverhill, is serving a 
four-year jail term after being 
sentenced along with other 
members of the gang last Aug¬ 
ust. 

They are said to have netted more 
than £1 million by selling drugs across 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire. 

Now he has appeared back at 
Ipswich Crown Court where Judge 
David Goodin ordered him to forfeit 
cash and vehicles under the Proceeds 


of Crime Act. 

Prosecutor Charles Myatt said that 
French had now accepted that his role 
in the drugs trade had netted him 
£6,000 in illegal earnings. 

But a financial investigation by the 
Crown Prosecution Service revealed 
that French had just £182 in cash as 
well as two cars and a motor-cycle 
expected to sell for £2,000 at auction. 

French was given three months to 
come up with the money or face an 
additional 14 days in prison, although 
Judge Goodin said he accepted that 
the penalty was unlikely to be 
enforced as the sale of the vehicles 
would have to be handled by the 
authorities and be outside his control.

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Drugs gang man 
to pay for crime

When the gang was sentenced to a total 
of 32 years in prison, the court heard how 
they had flooded the area with illegal 
drugs over a 12 month period. 

Police tracked couriers taking cash to 
drop-off points such as public car parks 
where it was exchanged for consignments 
of drugs. 

Suffolk police said that three kilos of 
pure cocaine with an approximate street 
value of £400,000 was involved in the 
operation between October 2007 and July 
2008, although the total amount believed 
to have been trafficked by the gang 
amounted to around £1 million. 

Confiscation proceedings against 
Matthew Dixon, 39, of Elmshurst Close, 
Haverhill, who was described as the main 
organiser of the distribution network, 
have been postponed after the court was 
told that the prosecution and defence 
have not yet been able to agree on the 
amount of benefit he obtained from 
criminal activity. 

Dixon had only recently completed a 
four-and-a-half year prison sentence for 
drug dealing in Cambridge when he was 
arrested. He is now serving a nine year 
sentence.

Council agrees lowest 
tax increase in county 


COUNCIL taxpayers will be 
paying an extra 1.9 per cent a 
month after councillors 
approved the budget for the 
year. 

The rise was agreed at St 
Edmundsbury Town Council and is 
the equivalent of 6.3p rise a week for 
a band D property and for band B 
properties - the largest single group 
of households - it will mean a rise of 
4.9 p a week. 

It is the lowest council tax rise in 
the county and it follows a council 


tax freeze last year. 

And councillors agreed a raft of 
investments for the rest of the year 
and going into 2011. The highlights 
are a massive £9 million spend on a 
range of projects including the 
Haverhill Community Football 
scheme, public realm works in 
Haverhill town centre, disabled 
facilities grants and home 
improvement grants for residents on 
low incomes and grants to help 
improve village halls and play areas. 

A special plan to encourage and 
promote local prosperity will be 
activated and implemented called 


the Economic Action Plan and there 
will be a masterplan developed to 
help guide the future shape of 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds and 
also outlying rural areas. 

Cllr Anne Gower, who represents 
Haverhill at the council, said: “A rise 
is still a rise but due to the financial 
pressure the council, like every 
council across the country, is facing 
at the moment then I feel we have 
produced a very balanced budget. It 
is the lowest rise in Suffolk which is 
good news and under the present 
circumstances it was the best we 
could do and I feel it is balanced and 


we have done a jolly good job.” 

St Edmundsbury has saved £1.9 
million from its budget over the past 
two years and is set to shave a further 
£2.2 million in the next two years. 

It is also looking to cut costs by 
sharing some services with neigh¬ 
bouring Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Savings include not replacing a 
corporate director and some other 
staff when they leave, improved 
purchasing, additional efficiency 
savings from moving into West 
Suffolk House and increased income 
generation.

First eviction notices 
for tenants hit by cut 


Firm to axe 
180 jobs 

A MEAT processing plant is to axe 180 
staff - almost half its workforce. 

Vion Food Group has announced 
plans to “reorganise operations” at its 
factory in Little Wratting, which 
currently has 387 staff. 

Some 800 staff worked at the site at 
the start of last year but 470 workers 
were made redundant 13 months ago 
when the abattoir and butchery were 
closed. 

The company said the cuts were the 
result of restructuring against the 
backdrop of an “increasingly com¬ 
petitive marketplace”. 

It has announced plans to create 
“centres of excellence” that will 
“optimise production efficiencies”, and 
has focused butchery work at its plant 
in Malton, North Yorkshire, where 200 
jobs were lost last year. 

Andy Hills, managing director of the 
Haverhill site, said: “Against a backdrop 
of an increasingly competitive market¬ 
place, Vion Haverhill has been 
undergoing a re-structuring of 
operations, and a programme of 
investment is being implemented. 

“Unfortunately, such changes can 
take some time. Our focus continues to 
build a site that will deliver quality 
products to the UK market. 

“We regret the need for these changes 
in our activities announced today and 
have informed our employees and their 
union representatives of our commit¬ 
ment to consult with them. 

“We have started the consultation 
process and will explore all oppor¬ 
tunities to mitigate against job losses.” 

The cuts will affect both salaried and 
hourly-paid roles, and there will be a 
consultation period of up to 90 days on 
the plans. 

Vion, which acquired the Haverhill 
site when it took over the Grampian 
Country Food Group in June 2008, has 
pledged to push ahead with an ongoing 
programme of capital investment in the 
plant. 


THE first eviction notices 
have been issued to 
tenants affected by a cut 
in their benefit payments. 

Nearly 20 single people over 
the age of 25 in Haverhill have 
been affected by a council 
decision to reduce their local 
housing allowance. 

They were previously paid an 
allowance covering two rooms, 
but letters sent out to them by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council just before Christmas 
announced they would only 
qualify for the payment for a 
single room. 

Some have appealed against 
the decision and are able to 
continue living in the properties 
where they rent rooms, but 
others are to be evicted. 

Robin Piley, a director of 
Haverhill letting agents CXG, 
said: “It’s a nightmare situation 
caught up in red tape.” 

He said the council could end 
up paying more by having to 
house tenants when they are 
made homeless. 

“We have had to issue the first 
eviction notices,” he said.

Some landlords were exercis¬ 
ing their right to evict tenants 
for unpaid rents after seven 
days. 

A spokeswoman for the 
borough council said: “Follow¬ 
ing our decision to stop paying 
housing benefit for two rooms 
and pay for one room instead, 
the 19 affected tenants in 
Haverhill have had various 
options, such as asking us to 
review internally our decision 
and/or meeting a member of 
our Housing Options team. 

“We will send letters to tell 
tenants the results of the 
internal review by the end of 
this week. 

“If cases then go forward to 
the Tribunals Service for an 
appeal, this will be held in 
Cambridge and we have been 
advised the process could take 
up to 14 weeks. 

“Meanwhile, we have ensured 
specialist housing staff are 
available to meet tenants in 


Haverhill if they request an 
appointment. 

“Some tenants have made 
contact and we have been 
working with them by looking at 
various housing options open to 
them. 

“If evicted, tenants can pres¬ 
ent themselves to us as being 
homeless. 

“We know that some of the 
tenants may be assessed as 
being ‘vulnerable’ and fulfil the 
homelessness criteria of being 
in priority need, have a local 
connection, and not have made 
themselves intentionally home¬ 
less. 

“In these cases we are likely to 
have a duty to house them in 
social housing. 

“Others may not fulfil the 
criteria and our duty then is to 
offer advice and assistance. 

“This will most likely mean 
we help them secure other 
private sector accommodation, 
and we would consider using 
our damage deposit scheme, 
and/or other homelessness 
prevention measures. "

COUNCILLORS will get a 
report next month on ideas 
for the future use of one of 
HaverhilFs landmark build¬ 
ings. 

A public consultation exercise 
was carried out until the 
beginning of February to get views 
about how the Chauntry Mills 
could be developed. 

Now Cambridge-based plan¬ 
ning consultants Bidwells are 
preparing a development brief for 
councillors which is due to be 
considered next month. 

Helen Thompson, partner in 
Bidwells’ landscape and urban 
design team, said: “The purpose 
of the development brief is to set 
out the principles which apply to 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s consideration and 
acceptance of the reuse and 
redevelopment of the site. 

“The development brief will 
guide emerging development 
proposals for the site and will 
carry considerable weight in the 
determination of any subsequent 
applications for planning 
permission.” 

She said the comments received 



as a result of the consultation, 
which included two exhibitions at 
the factory site, would be reported 
to the Haverhill area working 
party on March 11 and St 
Edmundsbury’s cabinet on March 
17 when a decision will be taken 
on the adoption of the 
development brief. 

The Grade II listed buildings 
could be used for offices, flats, 
leisure facilities and shops. 

They have become redundant 
after the owners, clothing 
manufacturers Gurteens, stopped 
production there in 1996, 
although parts of the buildings 
remain as the administrative 
centre for the business. 

The 3.1-acre site includes a 
French Gothic warehouse, a 
sewing factory and weavers mill. 


One of its features is Caroline, the 
original steam engine that 
powered the factory, which is 
likely to be preserved in any 
development proposals. 

The consultation document 
said: “Redevelopment of the site 
has an important role to play in 
the regeneration of Haverhill and 
the town centre in particular. 

“The vision document 2004 sets 
out how Haverhill should improve 
over the next 15 years, envisaging 
a town centre which is more 
diverse, attractive, vibrant and 
accessible and which provides a 
strong economic hub for 
Haverhill. 

“The Gurteen factory site is seen 
as an opportunity for potential 
development which can bring 
major benefits.”

Police crackdown sees 94 drivers 
caught not wearing seat belts 


MORE than 100 fixed penalty 
tickets were issued by police during 
a week long clampdown on seat 
belt wearing. 

The Suffolk-wide campaign 
concluded on Sunday and was 
linked with a European police blitz. 

Of the 101 £60 fines issued, 94 
were for drivers not wearing seat 
belts and seven were for 
passengers. 

So far this year, the weekly 
average of fixed penalty fines issued 
in Suffolk for seat belt offences is 
41. During this campaign that 
number was more than doubled. 


This year’s figure also shows a 
slight increase on a similar 
campaign run in September last 
year, when 92 tickets were issued. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon, 
from Suffolk’s roads policing unit, 
said: “The results of this campaign 
make it all too apparent that there 
are still too many people that are 
ignoring road safety messages. 

“It is disappointing that so many 
fixed penalty notices were issued, 
one person knowingly taking a risk 
like this is too many, let alone 101. 

“I cannot understand why 
people don’t wear their seat belt. It’s 


a simple and quick task of which 
the importance should not be 
underestimated. 

“Even on short journeys or at low 
speeds seat belts can mean the 
difference between life and death. 

“We will continue to crack down 
on this offence throughout the year 
and I would appeal to all motorists 
and passengers to wear their seat- 
belts on every journey.” 

Any motorists caught without a 
seat belt will be given an on-the- 
spot fixed penalty of £60 and could 
face a fine of up to £500 if the case 
goes to court.

A MEDICAL treat¬ 
ment unit has been 
set up at West 
Suffolk Hospital to 
offer a wide variety 
of day procedures 
for patients. 

The dedicated unit has 
nine beds and eight 
recliners and can manage 
up to 17 adult patients at 
any one time and is 
located at the hospital 
which treats patients 
from Haverhill. 

These patients may 
require a treatment, 
procedure or invest¬ 
igation, but do not need 
to be admitted to the 
hospital to stay overnight. 

Staff in the unit are 
specially trained to provide 
care across different 
medical specialties and 
can perform a range of 
procedures, including 
blood transfusions, 
biopsies and infusions. 

They can also 
administer intravenous 
antibiotics and carry out a 
variety of tests, including 
growth hormone, calcium 
absorption, blood glucose 
and PICC line checks. 

The unit also offers 


recovery facilities for 
patients who have 
undergone a procedure 
for the management of 
chronic pain or who have 
had a procedure under 
sedation, such as an 
angiogram or angioplasty. 

Cheryl Rushby, service 
manager for specialist 
medicine at the hospital, 
said: “Our new medical 
treatment unit (MTU) 
caters for a wide range of 
patients with diverse 
needs, and offers a 
variety of different 
procedures which would 
otherwise need to be 
carried out on a ward or 
in our emergency 
assessment unit. 

“For example, patients 
who need regular 
infusions would 


previously have needed 
to visit the wards several 
times during the course 
of their treatment. 

“The vast majority of 
these patients will now 
come to the MTU 
instead, which allows 
staff on the wards to 
concentrate on meeting 
the needs of those 
patients who have been 
admitted into the 
hospital. 

“The MTU is already 
bringing huge benefits to 
patients by providing 
them with care in the 
most appropriate place to 
meet their needs. 

“It is also ensuring that 
beds on the wards remain 
available for those people 
who do need to stay in 
hospital overnight.”

County policing 
costs set to rise

COUNCIL tax to pay for 
the police in Suffolk is set 
to rise by just under three 
per cent. 

Suffolk Police Authority set a 
budget on Monday of £113.5 
million for policing the county 
in 2010/11. 

An average band D household 
will pay £160.74 a year towards 
policing - an increase of just 
under £5. 

The rise maintains the county 
force’s position as one of the 
cheapest in the country. 

Gulshan Kayembe, who chairs 
the police authority, said 
residents’ views had been 
considered when setting the 
increase. 

She said: “I believe we have 
got the balance right. 

“The financial situation for 
the constabulary is currently 
very difficult. 

“We have to work under 
increased pressure to realise 
large efficiency savings, which

this year are set at £2.4 million. 

“This is alongside the fact that 
we have once again received the 
lowest level of government 
grant.” 

Spending has been targeted at 
priority areas chosen through 
public consultation and detailed 
research. 

Mrs Kayembe said: “Through 
robust financial planning and 
consideration of public 


concerns, we aim to continue 
work in key areas that we know 
are priorities to our 
communities. 

“Following extensive public 
consultation, operational 
service priorities for this year’s 
budget have been agreed which 
focus on anti-social behaviour, 
criminal damage and violent 
crime, among others.” 

Mrs Kayembe added: “This 
year, as in previous years, the 
authority has set a budget which 
is aimed at giving the 
constabulary the means to 
continue providing a quality, 
responsive service to local 
people while trying to keep 
council tax increases to a 
minimum.” 

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said: “The year ahead will be 
financially challenging, but we 
are committed to providing the 
best possible policing to our 
communities, to listen to and 
act upon their concerns and to 
increase their confidence in 
their police force.”

nearly 15 per cent over 
three years. 

But the force said that 
the number of assaults 
on officers was not 
increasing, although the 
amount of time off had 


risen. A force 
spokesman said the 
number of assaults on 
officers was “extremely 
low” compared to other 
parts of the country. 

Injuries range from 
minor cuts and bruises 


to broken bones. 

Nine officers’ injuries 
resulted in the 240 days 
of sick leave and more 
than half the total 
number of days were 
for one officer who was 
seriously injured.

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Study offers hope to 
dementia sufferers 


WHEN John Westwell suffered a fit at 
the age of 32, life would never be the 
same again for his family. 

The father-of-two from Witchford began to 
change - and the behaviour of the gentle 
agricultural rep became an increasing source 
of worry for his loving wife Rosemary. 

Doctors could not find the reason for his 
erratic mood swings for many years, but he 
was eventually diagnosed with early onset 
fronto-temporal dementia (FTD). 

That collapse in 1978 was the start of a 
terrifying and heartbreaking decline. 

As his behaviour became threatening to 
Rosemary, John left his family home and was 
sectioned in 1992. He has remained in care for 
the past 18 years as dementia took grip. 

Rosemary, now 62, said: “The worst thing is 
he is not the man I married, but occasionally 
he is aware of that himself. 

“His eyes tell me more than anything else 
nowadays. 

“The other day a nurse brought in a 
snowflake and put it on his arm. He managed 
to say 'cold’, which shows he is in contact with 
the world. 

“He can’t speak, move or feed himself - the 
man he used to be would hate that. 

“His collapse in 1978 was the start and it’s 
been a continual deterioration since then.” 

But it is research in Cambridge which could

bring hope to families afflicted by a diagnosis 
of dementia, of which there are 6,000 in 
Cambridgeshire and 820,000 in the UK. 

Last week, scientists working at Cambridge 
University’s Brain Repair Centre on the 
Addenbrooke’s site announced they had 
found a gene which is associated with the 
increased risk of FTD - the type of dementia 
endured by John, who is now 63. 

Neuroscientists studied the brains of 515 
FTD sufferers and 2,000 healthy people to 
isolate the ‘dementia gene’. 

Alison Cranage, from Shelford-based 
charity the Alzheimer’s Research Trust, which 
part-funded the research, said: “There are lots 
of things happening in Cambridge - it’s all 
about putting together the pieces of a puzzle 
that could lead to finding a cure to dementia. 

“There are loads of clinical trials happening 
and researchers also collaborating with other 
universities and institutes to pioneer new 
work.

“The latest research was about finding out 
about the genetics of dementia, so we can 
understand what is happening in the brain, 
and perhaps find new drugs or a new way of 
treating this illness.”

for the Cambridge and Ely branch of the 
Alzheimer’s Society, said she was heartened to 
hear of the work - and by the increased 
awareness of the disease. 

She said: “Unless your family is affected by 
dementia, you tend not to know what it is. 

“That’s why it was excellent to see someone 
like Sir Terry Pratchett speaking so openly 
about his condition. People relate to him 
because he is a figure in the public eye. 

“It used to be something that was not 
spoken about, but that is changing. 

“We provide a variety of activities, such as 
social and lunch groups, where people 
affected by dementia can mix together. You 
can find information and support, but the 
social aspect of these groups is also very 
important.” 

Rosemary Westwell said Sir Terry’s 
admission of his condition has been a great 
source of comfort. 

“When I heard him speaking, I almost 
cheered. 

“As a sufferer himself, he knows how the rest 
of us feel and it’s great that he’s raising the 
issue of dementia and the level of support 
required by sufferers and their family.”

“It’s 
freezing out there. 
D’you want a cup of 
tea? That’ll help 
warm you up ...” 

Leading the way into 
her cosy cottage, 
complete with roaring log 
fire, comfy sofas and a 
sideboard covered in 
framed photos of her 
kids, Donna is all smiles 
and chatter. 

“A lot of people seem to 
think all mediums have 
pink hair and wear gypsy 
dresses,” she laughs. “As 
you can see, I’m just 
ordinary. Yes, I can 
communicate with 
people who’ve passed on; 
that’s a bit unusual. But 
it’s my job. 

“When I’ve finished a 
reading, I still have to go 
supermarket shopping, 
get the dinner, get the 
school uniforms ready - 
all the things a mum has 
to do.” 

Donna, who lives in 
Wimpole, has been 
working as a medium for

the last two years. 
Although she believes 
“mediums are born, not 
made”, the 40-something 
says she only discovered 
her ability to 

communicate with spirits 
five years ago. 

“I always felt different, 
but I didn’t know why,” 
she reflects. “This time 
five years ago I was a 
stay-at-home mum who 
wasn’t qualified to do 
anything and couldn’t 
even drive a car. 

“Don’t get me wrong: I 
absolutely love being a 
mum. But, by then, my 
kids were all at school - 
and I was at home, 
watching other mums 
going off to work in the 
morning. Looking back 
now, I realise I didn’t 
really have any 
confidence in myself.” 

Walking through from 
the kitchen, carrying the 
promised cup of tea, 
Donna settles herself on a 
sofa ready to have her 
photo taken. Suddenly 
she turns to the 
photographer: “Peter? It 
is Peter, isn’t it? I hope 
you don’t mind, but I’ve 
got your dad coming 
through... 

“Oh, he’s a real 
character! He says he 
would never have 
believed in this sort of 


thing when he was alive. 
He was a real sceptic - 
and he’s finding this 
hysterical...” 

Donna spends the next 
few minutes relaying 
what she describes as 
messages from Peter’s 
dad. Among other things, 
she mentions an in-joke 
about hair (“He had a lot 
less than me,” Peter 
laughs), concern for his 
son’s headaches (which 
Peter says have improved 
lately) and a date at the 
end of August (his dad’s 
birthday was August 28). 

Donna says she 
discovered her gift when, 
after losing two members 
of her own family, she felt 
drawn to attend a 
spiritualist church in 
Royston. 

“My mother-in-law and 
sister-in-law died within 
a couple of weeks of each 
other,” she says. “My 
mother-in-law died 
suddenly; my sister-in- 
law had cancer. I started 
to wonder where they’d 
gone - and whether we 
could hear from them.” 

One day, while sitting 
in the congregation, 
Donna fell into 
conversation with the 
woman next to her in the 
pew “She was a 
medium,” she recounts. 
“She said ‘You’re going to 
pass your driving test. 
Your daughter is very shy, 
but she’s going to become 
an actress. And you’re 


going to be a medium’. 

“Well, I have passed my 
driving test. My daughter, 
who’s now 18, is doing 
acting work. And I’m a 
medium.” 

Donna describes that 
moment in church as a 
real epiphany. Shortly 
afterwards, she joined a 
development circle, for 
mediums who want to 
hone their abilities. “For 
quite a while nothing was 
happening,” admits 
Donna. “But then I went 
on a training course and 
something just clicked. 

“I’ll always remember 
this one exercise where I 
had to work with an 
American lady. I just 
knew her dad was there. I 
felt this pressure on my 
head and suddenly knew 
he’d been shot - and that 
he’d had a problem with 
drugs. 

“He gave me a very 
personal message for her 
and, when I told her, she 
said ‘You’ll never know 
what that means to me’.” 

From then on, Donna 
says she has been able to 
tune into the spirit world 
at will. “Things really took 
off after my nan died two 
years ago,” she adds, 
pointing to a framed 
black and white picture 
by the fireplace. “She was 
92 and, when she passed, 
she became my guide.” 

Donna says her 
grandmother helps her 
contact other spirits. “I

never see the spirit 
world,” she adds. “I’m 
what’s known as 
clairaudient -1 hear 
them.” 

So what does Donna 
believe happens to 
people when they die? “I 
know there’s a tunnel and 
I know there’s a light,” 
she says. “And I know 
that, when people go 
over to the light, their 
loved ones are there 
waiting for them. I also 
believe in God; I say my 
prayers at night.” 

Donna, who grew up in 
Liverpool, admits a lot of 
people are sceptical both 
about her beliefs and her 
ability to communicate 
with the dead. 

“I don’t feel the need to 
convince or impress 
anyone,” she says. “I 
respect people’s right to 
believe what they believe 
- I’m not going to drag 
them off the street and 
try to convert them. 
Everyone’s got their own 
freewill to think what 
they like.” 

Donna says that a 
born-again Christian 
once told her she was evil 
to do what she does, but 
she says her readings 
give people a lot of 
comfort. 

“If someone’s only 
recently been bereaved, I 
often say that I think it’s

too soon for them to 
have a reading,” she 
continues. “Their 
emotions are still so raw; 
it could be very painful 
for them. 

“The hardest thing for 
me is doing readings for 
people who’ve lost 
children. Nobody should 
ever lose a child.” 

Donna charges £30 per 
reading, which usually 
lasts 30 to 45 minutes. “If 
people take issue with 
the fact I charge I’d say 
‘This is my job’,” she 
adds. “And I do try to do 
as much charity work as I 
can: I’m doing 


fundraisers for a baby 
hospice and cancer 
research over the next 
couple of months.” 

Just over a year ago, 
Donna opened a stall in 
Stevenage, offering 
readings and selling 
angel cards, meditation 
CDs and her own range 
of jewellery. 

“Discovering this gift 
has been life-changing 
for me; my life is so 
different now,” she says. 
“And I’ve got so much 
more confidence: I can 
stand up in front of a 
whole congregation and 
do a service. 

“The best way I can 
think to describe it is that 
I feel complete now. I 
know that might sound 
weird, but it’s true: I feel 
complete.”

From pirate radio to No. 1: 
the rise and rise of Tinchy

hile I’ve interviewed a fair 
[few celebrities in my 
time, I have to admit the 
prospect of an audience with iiber 
cool rapper Tinchy Stryder put 
me slightly on edge. 

As I waited for his call, I wondered if I 
should transform my persona into 
something distinctly more ‘street’ to chew 
the fat with the East London boy dubbed 
Britain’s hottest new rapper. 

But as the urban star’s right-hand 
woman prepared to put Tinchy on the 
phone, I decided that being ‘me’ would be 
the safest bet, fearing I’d end up sounding 
lamer than Richard Madeley doing his 
infamous Ali G impression. 

“Hey, how’s it going, are you all talked 
out yet?” I probe, as the grime star 
comes to the phone for his fourth back- 
to-back interview of the day. 

“No man, I’m all good,” he says, with a 
chuckle. Phew, the ice is broken. 

For those of you who haven’t yet 
grasped the concept of ‘grime’, no, it isn’t 
that thing that Kim ‘n’ Aggie off the telly 
aim to banish with a generous dose of 
white wine vinegar and a Brillo pad. It is, 
in fact, a genre of urban music that has 
been emerging from London’s 
underground since 2002, influenced by 
UK garage, drum ‘n’ bass and hip hop; 
think back to last summer and Wiley’s hit 
Wearing My Rolex or Dizzee Rascal’s 
Bonkers. 

Twenty-two-year-old Tinchy (or Kwasi 
Danquah, as his Ghanian parents know 
him) moved to Bow when he was eight,

started writing lyrics and MC-ing at the 
tender age of 11, and by 13 had his own 
spot on pirate radio, making music with 
his group Ruff Sqwad, alongside the likes 
of Mercury winner Dizzee and the 
renowned King of Grime, Wiley. 

“My older brother used to have 
turntables and Dizzee and other mates 
would come to my house and record 
house tapes. Then we’d go to youth clubs 
and play little house parties,” Tinchy 
recalls. “After that, the next stage in our 
world was to get on to pirate radio 
stations and it was hard to get on; you 
had to pay. So we did that for a while.” 

From there, Tinchy’s career had a 
boost from a rather unconventional 
source - middle-age Norfolk Liberal 
Democrat MP Norman Lamb. Lamb’s 
son Archie re-mortgaged the family home 
to bankroll his music label - Takeover 
Entertainment - with his mate Jack - and 
the pair spotted Tinchy’s potential and 
signed him up. 

“I had a mix CD out and Takeover 
Entertainment used to put raves and 
events nights on in Norwich, and they 
booked me for one,” Tinchy explains. 
“After seeing me one night, they 
approached me to be on their music label. 
I felt like there was nothing to lose and we 
seemed to be going in the same direction, 
so we did some independent stuff 
together.” 

Though he is now signed to Island 


Records, Tinchy is still grateful to have 
had the backing of ‘down with the kids’ 
MP Norman Lamb. “He’s cool man. He’d 
come to see me at gigs when he could 
and would always be standing in a suit at 
the back,” he recalls. 

The MC has since gone on to rocket 
out of the underground, having released 
his debut album, Star In The Hood, in 
2007, been appointed the ‘Prince of 
Grime’ by Wiley, then followed up his 
success with his sophomore album, 
Catch 22, being named one of the hottest 
albums of last year. He’s even found time 
to establish his own clothing brand, Star 
In The Hood, and claims to wear his own 
label clothes every day. 

“It’s mad!” he remarks, bemused by it 
all. “It’s been a long journey when I look 
back at it, and it all started as a hobby 
because, really, I only ever wanted to be a 
footballer; that was my dream as a child, 
to play for Manchester United. But you 
need a lot of dedication getting into 
football at that age and I just got side¬ 
tracked; the music got me in the end.” 

It certainly did, with Tinchy’s second 
album spawning a succession of chart- 
toppers; his collaboration with Taoi Cruz 
on Take Me Back, got to number 3, while 
his aptly-named Number One - a 
collaboration with Dappy from N-Dubz - 
gave Tinchy his first taste of life at the top 
of the charts. 

“That was such a great feeling. I was 


on tour with N-Dubz at the time and 
we were in a hotel, actually I think 
we were in Cambridge, and we 
had to go back to London to go 
on Radio 1, so the feeling was 
unreal. It was one of those 
experiences you couldn’t 
explain. I never dreamed I’d 
have a number 1.” 

The super cool MC 
followed up that with another 
chart-topping collaboration, 
this time with Sugababes 
vocalist Amelle Berrabah on 
the \\\{ Never Leave You. 

“She was really cool to work 
with. People asked me what it 
was like working with her, thinking 
she might be hard work, but she 
was no diva; we really got along,” 
he muses. 

Last year, Tinchy celebrated his 
first ever headline tour, selling out 
throughout the UK, and he’s hoping 
for similar success on his second 
tour, when he brings his unique 
brand of grime rhyme to Cambridge 
Corn Exchange next week. “Yeah 
man, I’m really looking forward to the 
tour,” he enthuses. “Especially 
because the first one I had last year 
went so well, and sold out, which was 
amazing. I’m looking to just step it up 
again now, and maybe bring along a live 
band.”

The big film 


THE LOVELY BONES (12A, 135 
mins) Drama. Saoirse Ronan, 
Stanley Tucci, Mark Wahlberg, 
Rachel Weisz, Susan Sarandon, 
Rose Mclver, Carolyn Dando, 
Christian Thomas Ashdale, 
Michael Imperioli.

THERE is life after death in Peter 
Jackson’s visually stunning 
interpretation of the bestseller by 
Alice Sebold, which proves to be 
one adaptation too far for the Oscar- 
winning director of The Lord Of The 
Rings trilogy and King Kong. 

Cutting back and forth between the 
real world and a colour-saturated 
heavenly limbo, The Lovely Bones 
details the efforts of a murdered 14- 
year-old schoolgirl who helps her 
grieving father apprehend her killer 
from beyond the grave. 

In doing so, the girl’s tortured spirit 
can attain lasting peace, along with 
the murderer’s other victims. 
Jackson’s screenplay, co-written 
with wife Fran Walsh and Philippa 
Boyens, is caught in its own limbo, 
unable to bridge the narrative divide 
between the corporeal and ethereal 
planes where the story unfolds. 

A miasma of computer-generated 
special effects in the otherworldly 



sections, courtesy of the digital 
wizards at WETA, is distracting and 
we yearn for a speedy return to the 
drabness of reality. 

On her way home from school in 
early December 1973, Susie 
Salmon (Ronan) is lured to her 
death by neighbour George Harvey 
(Tucci), who dismembers the girl 
and hides her remains in a safe. 
Detective Len Fenerman (Imperioli) 
and his colleagues never find Susie, 
just her woollen hat in a cornfield 
and traces of her blood. 

Her father, Jack (Wahlberg), mother 
Abigail (Weisz) and booze-soaked 
grandmother Lynn (Sarandon) are 
denied a chance to bury the child. 
Jack sacrifices his marriage to 
embark on a campaign to track 
down his daughter’s killer, but there 
is no evidence, and the police grow 
tired of his theories. 


Classmate Ruth Conners (Dando) is 
touched by Susie’s spirit and could 
perhaps provide that vital link 
between life and death. 

Meanwhile, George watches the 
Salmons closely from his home 
across the street, fixating on Susie’s 
sister, Lindsey (Mclver). 

“Mr Harvey began to feel a familiar 
itch,” confides the murdered 
teenager in voiceover. “It had been a 
long time now...” 

The Lovely Bones is hamstrung by 
Wahlberg’s inability to convey a 
single genuine emotion. He wrings 
crocodile tears in vain as he tries to 
make us care about his quest for 
vengeance. 

Ironically, the dead have far more 
life, especially Ronan who delivers 
Sebold’s words in heart-tugging 
voiceover: “I would like to tell you 
that it is beautiful here, that I am, as 
you will one day be, forever safe... 
but it’s not quite like that.” 

On terra firma, we latch onto Mclver, 
who breaks into George’s house to 
seek clues just as he returns home 
in the film’s nerve-shredding, 
standout sequence. 

We are equally mesmerised by 
Tucci, and feel a chill every time his 
soulless eyes bore into the camera.

Raise up your veg patch to 
make most of small spaces 


X 4 Then some wooden 
\/\f rectangular frames 
V V about half a metre 
high were erected on a spare 
patch of land at my 
children’s school this week, I 
was heartened to discover 
that the pupils are going to 
be growing their own veg in 
raised beds this year. 

It prompted me to think that if 
you simply haven’t got space for a 
vegetable patch in your garden, a 
raised bed must be the answer. 

It doesn’t have to be anything 
elaborate - you can buy ready-to- 
assemble DIY raised beds, or just 
make a simple baseless frame out 
of some planks of wood, cut-off 
fenceposts and galvanised screws. 

Once you’ve assembled the 
frame, hammer the corner stakes 
into the ground with a mallet, using 
an old piece of wood to protect the 
frame. 

Raised beds don’t have to be 
really tall, as 15cm is enough to 
warm the soil earlier in the spring 
and improve drainage, which 
allows you to plant sooner in the 
year and benefit from earlier crops. 

However, if you build them 
higher, they will be great for people 
with creaky backs and make

gardening easier, and will allow you 
to grow root crops such as carrots 
which need stone-free, deep soil to 
stay straight. Plus, you can do all 
the work from the edges, without 
ever treading on - and therefore 
compacting - the soil. 

They’re particularly good for 
gardens with wet, heavy clay soil as 
they improve drainage and warm 
up faster in spring. 

Raised beds don’t have to be dug 
over every year like regular borders. 
Just put a 10cm layer of organic 
matter such as compost on the 
surface each year, and the worms 
should help it work its way in. 

They’re great if you have poor 
soil, because you can just fill them 
with richer soil with added organic 
material to help the veg on their 
way. 

You can reap rich rewards from 
raised beds as it’s possible to plant 


closer and still get good yields 
because the planting and sowing 
are concentrated in deep, fertile soil 
which hasn’t been trodden down or 
hindered drainage-wise. You can 
also fill the raised bed with soil 
which is suited to the particular 
crop you want to grow. 

Raised areas are also generally 
easier to manage than full-blown 
veg plots, which have to be 
planned, planted and maintained. 

When placing your raised bed on 
the ground, fork over the soil in the 
bottom, removing all weeds, and 
make sure the ground is level 
before siting your raised bed and 
filling it. You’re best off growing veg 
in a sunny position. 

Remember also that you need to 
be able to either walk around or 
work your patch without having to 
step on the soil, so ideally beds 
should be no wider than 1.2m (4ft) 
and no longer than 3m (10ft) or it 
will take you a long time to walk 
around them. 

If your soil is light and free- 
draining, incorporate lots of garden 
compost or composted bark to 
help it retain moisture. If it’s heavy 
or badly drained, mix in both 
composted bark and sharp gravel. 
Often a 50/50 mixture of good 
topsoil and well-rotted manure or 
compost is ideal. Once the bed is 
filled, water it well. 


Choose high-yielding and fast¬ 
growing crops such as radishes, 
baby carrots and lettuces to give 
you several harvests each season, 
and make sure you sow enough 
seeds to give you replacement 
plants to fill the spaces when the 
first crop has been picked. 

Try to go for the veg which don’t 
take up masses of space. Perennials 
such as artichokes and asparagus 
should be avoided in small spaces, 
while crops like cabbages take a 
long time to mature and will use up 
valuable space in your bed. 

Go for dwarf varieties and bush 
forms rather than larger crops. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Anemone 

The early spring-flowering 
anemone, A. blanda, is easy to grow 
and thrives in bare ground or 
sparse grass under trees, quickly 
naturalising into a lovely patch of 
colour. Varieties with blue, pink and 
white flowers are available and look 
wonderful if planted together to 
form a little tapestry. Anemones 
also look great planted among the 
yellow blooms of the winter aconite 
and the propeller-shaped flowers of 
Cyclamen coum. The hard, knobbly 
bulbs of A. blanda should be 
planted shallowly in the soil in 
autumn, arranged randomly for a 
natural effect.

Betts’ charges were stunned, but they 
almost made it all square before half 
time when Sam Holmes rose highest 
and headed Wilby’s corner narrowly 
over the bar. 

Walsham Le Willows, who had won 


their previous two outings, extended 
their lead 10 minutes into the second 
half and the visitors were unable to 
carve out any further decent 
opportunities. 

Haverhill are back in Premier 
Division action on Saturday when they 
welcome 13th-placed Wisbech to 
Hamlet Croft. 

Rovers are unbeaten in nine league 
games on home soil and will be looking 
for revenge against the side who beat 
them 4-1 in the reverse fixture on 
December 5. 

Rovers then travel to Kirkley &
